Whereas, the Iowa Conference originally included within its boundary 
the state of Iowa; and Whereas, in the setting off of the Upper Iowa Con- 
ference in 1S56 and the Des IMoines Conference in i860, the item of popula- 
tion was a controlling factor and not that of territory, and Wherear, there 
was, at least, a tacit undertsanding that the boundaries then arranged would 
in the future development of the state need to be rearranged, and Whereas, 
in the present state of settlement and improvement of the whole state the 
Iowa Conference is at a great disadvantage as compared with the other Con- 
ferences of the state, and this disadvantage must be increased in the further 
development of the state; Therefore, be it 

Resolved, — By the Iowa Conference assembled in its Fifty-Seventh 
Annual Session at Bloomfield, Iowa, that we hereby request the Upper Iowa 
Conference, The Des INIoines Conference, The North- ivest Iowa Conference, 
each, at its next annual session, to appoint a Commission of 5 Members, {see 
paragraph of the Discipline of the Methodist Episcopal Church.) to 
meet a similar Commission appointed by the Iowa Conference in the city of 
Des Moines, Iowa, at such time as they shall mutually agree upon to con- 
sider the question of the boundaries of the Iowa Conferences, and to make 
such re-adjustment of said Conference boundaries as shall in their judg- 
ment, seem fit and equitable. 

Resolved. — That the Iowa Conference, at this session, appoint a com- 
mission of five members as above provided for.

REPORTS OF PRESIDING ELDERS. 

o 

BURLINGTON DISTRICT. 

G. M. TUTTLE, Pre.siding Elder. 

• In submitting this my Fourth Annual Report of the Burlington District, 
I cheerfully acknowledge the loving kindness of the Lord. The closing of 
the past year and the begining of the present, recorded for myself and fami- 
ly, a very sad bereavement, but through His abundant grace we have been 
wonderfully sustained. 

The Sunday pursuant to the adjournment of Conference, found about 
all of the preachers in the fields assigned them, and they have faithfully 
served until the close of the year, with but little interruption. None have 
been seriously ill during the year. Brother Ireland of Mt. Union has been 
in impaired health for the last few weeks of the year, during which time his 
pulpit was supplied by other brethren, but he now reports for duty. 

The condition of the Burlington District will become apparant from the 
following items; * 

A church of modern improvements was completed and dedicated at Tools 
boro, on the Wapello charge, in the earl}- part of the conference year, free of 
debt at a cost of $ 2 , 000 . 00 . 

A new church is also in process of building in INIediapolis, the same to 
be dedicated in the early part of October. This church will be an ornament 
to the town and a credit to our Methodism there, and one of the best in the 
District, at a cost of |io,ooo and paid for. 

West Point charge has purchased a valuable and desirable church build- 
ing, of the Cumberland Presbyterians, at the Pleasant Ridge appointment. 
This gives to our people there a long cherished opportunity, for aggressive 
and permanent work. Winfield, because of its steady growth found it ne- 
cessary to enlarge the capacity of their church at a cost of |i,ooo and all 
paid for. This gives them a fine and a much needed auditorium, which al- 
so affords better facilities for the prayer and Plpworth League services. 

Salina circuit has been taking aggressive measures also, in making some 
desirable improvements on their churche.;, both at Bethesda and at Parson- 
ville. Mt. Uni m circuit is pushing to completion a suitable and a much 
needed parsonage, which will be ready for occupancy about the last of Octo- 
ber. This property when completed, will be valued at f 1,600 and all paid. 

Crawfordsville also comes to the front by purchasing a very desirable 
parsonage property, at a cost of |i,ioo, which really means a valuation of 
,500. Hillsboro circuit, too, is falling into line and will soon reporta par- 
sonage property. Several of the charges in addition have made improve- 
ments on their parsonages. 
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Successful efforts have been made in liquidating church indebtedness. 
The First Church of Burlington, has paid off their debt of $5,800. 

Santa Fe Ave. Church of Ft. Madison, has lifted their debt of |6oo. 

Columbus Junction has reduced their parsonage debt from $600 to $300. 

Nearly all of the pastors will have their claims paid in full. No esti- 
mate is l>eyond the ability of the charge to meet, and it is a shame for any 
faithful pastor to close up the work for the year until the Stewards have 
settled for all claims in full. In some cases too much work is crowded into 
the last two or three weeks of the year by the Stewards, and this undue 
haste leads to embarrassment, and this to discouragement, which will lead 
to a reduction of salary for next year. Two sessions of the District Confer- 
ence were held and with good attendance, wdth interesting and profitable 
exercises, both of a literary and spiritual character. 

The District Epworth League convention was held at Grace church, in 
Burlington, June 21-22, which was well attended and was productive of a 
deeper consecration of young life to the service of God. 

With few exceptions Children’s Day was observed, but there should be 
no exceptions unless providentially hindered. We owe the observance of 
this day to the children, to the church and to that class of young people for 
w’hom its Supreme purpose was intended. 

Spiritually, a good religious interest has prevailed throughout the Dis- 
trict. Special services were held in about every charge v.dth results more 
or less satisfactor5^ 

First Chureh Burlington had the most extensive work. Number of con- 
versions 250, total received into the church during the year, 370. 

Grace church Burlington, 31 conversions, as a result of special services. 

Morning Sun, at the Marsh appointment, had 72 conversions and 
accessions. 

Santa Fe Ave. Ft. Madison, had 40 conversions and 52 accessions. 

Mt. Pleasant circuit, 25 conversions. 

Hillsboro, 19 conversions and 25 accessions. 

Burlington circuit, 17 conversions. 

Danville, 13 conversions and 17 accessions. 

Columbus Junction, 15 conversions. 

West Point, 20 accessions, w^hile all of the other charges have also 
shared in the showers of quickening and converting grace, and the church- 
es built up in the faith, but whose detailed reports have not come into my 
hands. All the pastors have done excellent work. 

I am confidently expecting an increase in the benevolences,especially in 
the interests of the college. We had planned for the full apportionment, 
but the reports may show a small deficit. Cheerfully recognizing the great 
importance of the other benevolent claims, we, never-the-less, stand to-day 
where we must give pre-eminence to those of the college, if true to the high- 
est interests of the church. 

The past year has recorded very thorough and successful work. Twen- 
ty-three were graduated from the University in June and from the prepara- 
tory department, eighteen. The future of the University was never so 
promising as today. The opening of the present term has brought together 
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a large number of new students, and a more intelligent looking lot of young 
people, no faculty ever looked upon. In the absence of a president there is 
no cause for alarm as to the success of the school. We have a highly cultur- 
ed and thoroughly consecrated corps of instructors, who have proved them- 
selves to be well qualified for the work. And, with his well deserved 
popularly with the students and patrons of the school, his schollarly attain- 
ments which bring him to the front, Dean Piersel has shown himself equal 
to the task of administering the affairs of the University with credit to all. 

At the annual meeting of the Board of Trustees of the Iowa Weslyan 
University, June 14, 1900, the following resolutions obtained, Viz; “That 
it is the sense of the Board that a financial agent should be kept in the field; 
The selection and appointment of such agent is referred to the executive 
committee and the Annual Conference.” 

After careful consideration on the part of the executive board in session 
Sept. 15, in Mt. Pleasant, Iowa, it was recommended to the Iowa Annual 
Conference that Rev. T. J. Myers be employed as financial agent for the 
Iowa Weslyan University. This is doubtless a wise thing to do. This in- 
terest must be pressed with all possible energy* at this opportuned time. 

The Twentieth Century Thank-offering has received attention in that the 
requisite committees have been appointed and their duties outlined. I can- 
not say, however, in this report that the results will show any considerable 
contributions for any of the benevolences beyond local matters, such as the 
college, building and repairing, and the payment of church debts. A new 
impetus has been given these interests throughout the District which ig 
filling a long-felt want. 

As to spiritual element, my heart has been burdend \dth the prayer, “O 
Lord revive thy work.” I have labored alcng this line trying to make every- 
thing tributary to the salavtion of souls. And none the less has this been 
true of my brethren, who have so ably preached and faithfully labored to the 
same end. And not without some fruit, as reports will show. This work is 
scarcely more than begun. GckI is marshalling the hosts in a world-wide 
campaign. The entrance way to the nations stands open to the church as 
never before. The utterance: “The World is My Parish,” is exerting a 

more potent influence in our Methodism today than ever before These are 
ominous times, nations are in the throves of the birth of a better civilization. 
The Phillipinos, the Chinese, South Africa, Statving India, and the very 
sad calamity befallen portions of Texas, are calls to the church to make full 
proof of her ministry, not so much in word and in tongue, but in deed and 
in truth. 

May God help us to respond to the utmost of our ability.

i The pastors of the district and their families have enjoyed general good 

health. The exceptions are, that in January, the scarlet fever invaded the 
i home of Brother E. C. Brooks, at Centerville. They were quarantined for 

' * some weeks, but no deaths resulted. Brother and sister Hughes, of Mt. 

Zion, hurried their oldest son, a bright boy of six years. He died of diph- 
1 theria. Brother and sister Sinclair, of Cincinnati, lost in death their young- 

est child, an infant of days, but “.A Faithful,’’ Brother I. O. Kemble suf- 
fered during the month of August from a severe attack of sickness. He is 
I already fully recovered. Brother and sister Jeffrey, of Moulton, have been 

much afflicted the past year. At one time they were both sick abed. 
Brother Jeffrey quickh* recovered' But the wife lay sick for several months. 
During her illness their little boy, Milford, died of croup. Brother J. E. 
Wilkins, of Birmingham, has been in declining health for some time. 
About the first of July he became unfit for pastoral labor and was kindly 
granted by his Quarterly Conference, a vacation with full pay, for the re- 
mainder of the year. He seems much improved in bodily health and is 
present at the Conference for work. 

The District League Convention was held at Centerville. The entire 
program, Pentecostal in its character, was well rendered and heartily re- 
cevied by the convention and the large audiences gathered at every session. 
E. J. Smith, of Bentonsport, was elected president, Keosauqua was select- 
ed as the place for the next convention. 

The first session of the District Conference was held at Cantril and the 
second at Drakesville. Both of these gatherings were spiritual and intellect- 
ual feasts. While the programs were prepared directly in the interest of 
revivals, every other interest of the district, also received careful consider- 
ation. The college was represented by F. D. Blakeslee and T. J. Myers. 
The Benevolences and Forward movement of the church came in also for 
special attention. At Drakesville, on Wednesdav* mornin?, every pastor 
and lay member present, pledged personal devotion to Christ. First, for 
the convenion of souls. Second for an advance movement in all Christian 
duties to the church and personal use of the means of grace. We note a 
growing, all conquering spirit of revival, spreading over the district, result- 
ing largely, as we believe, from the District Conferences and Epworth 
League conventions. 

Special mention should be made of the Monkman Brothers, who hold 
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their church membership in Farmington charge. They came to us early in 
the Conference year and have been a great blessing to several charges in the 
district. Perhaps as many as one-third of the conversions may be traced to 
their faithful service. 

The temporal affairs of the District are in a healthy condition. But lit- 
tle unprovided for indebtedness remains on any of our church and parson- 
age property. We are practically out of debt and reasonably well insured. 
The allowances on salary for the pastors, have been increased $556 over last 
year. We understand the reports will show that they have been more fully 
paid. The benevolences of the churches have been carefully looked after. 
The provisions of the Discipline for their support have been carried out to 
the best of our ability. 

On January 27, Sunday morning, our church at Farmington, caught fire 
and burned to the ground. The insurance of fi,ooo was promptly paid. 
But owing to the peculiar financial conditions, caused chiefly by the robbery 
of the bank and some othei influences, the brethren have deferred for a 
time, the building of a new house. 

On April 9, the parsonage at Batavia was entirely consumed by fire, 
causing a loss of some I300 to pastor Thornley and family. The building, 
however, w’as insured for |i,ooo which being promptly paid in full secured 
the immediate errection of a new and more comfortable home for the minis- 
ter, at a cost of $1,000. 

A new parsonage has been built at Milton at a cost of $1500, J. W. Pot- 
ter, pastor. 

The new church at Floris was dedicated by Dr. J. B. Young, late editor 
of the Central. This church represents great self-denial and real sacrifice. 
Just a handful of people united together and out of their limited means, 
built a handsome, up to date, house of worship, at a cost of $1,600 and dedi- 
cated it free of debt. H. C. Millice is pastor. 

The church edifice at Keosauqua has been completed this year at a cost 
of $6,000. Dr. Brush, of Ottumwa, preached the dedicatory sermon. R. L. 
Patterson, the pastor deserves the highest credit for the energetic and effici- 
ent manner in which he has carried forward this enterprise. 

The church at Bloomfield, the commodious and substantial structure in 
which we are now assembled, was also completed this year. It was dedicat- 
ed May 27, by Dr. B. F. Ives, of New York. We have nothing but the 
highest praise for the pastor, T. B. Hughs, the building committee. Brothers 
August, Rominger and Carroll and treasurer Herr, for their unceasing devo- 
tion to this work of building a house for the Lord. Their careful painstak- 
ing supervision of the work. Suplemented by the liberality of the people; 
all co-operating together with singular harmony, has secured this building 
at the cost of a little less than $20,000. It stands before us today in all its 
completeness as one of the crowning victories of a long and useful ministry. 
The disciplinary cases referred, by the conference, to the Presiding Elder 
has recieved due attention. J. J. Beckham authorizes us to ask for him, “a 
location at his own request”. J. S. Ferguson will be present at this Confer- 
ence and ask a ‘‘change of relation”. 

With pleasure we call attention to the fact that a Protestant hospital is 
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now assured to the city of Keokuk. Under the wise leadership of Rev. H. 
L. Lindquist, pastor of our Swedish church, the building known as “Mercy 
Hospital’*, has been secured. They have fitted it up and furnished with all 
modern appliances for successful work. Fifteen rooms so we are informed, 
will be ready for occupancy by the ist. of November. We bespeak for it 
the hearty sympathy and patronage of the general public. 

The conference year closes with the district well organized and equip- 
ped. With peace and harmony prevaling and with hopeful outlook for the 
future. I 



MUSCATINE DISTRICT. 

J. C. W. COXE, Presiding Elder. 

I submit my fifth annual report of the Muscatine District with a keen 
sense of gratitude to God for His abounding mercy, and to my brethern for 
their considerate love and hearty co-operation in every good work, 

The health of the pastors has been generally good, and their fidelity un- 
surpassed by any year under my obsers-ation. Brother John Hanks, of 
Wilton, was disabled from service for several weeks, but so far regained 
his vigor as to complete the work of the year with credit. His pulpit, 
during the period of his disability, was efl&ciently cared for by competent 
supplies. For His Gracious Providence which has averted death from our 
parsonage doors, we are profoundly grateful. 

The pastors have been faithful to every interest committed to their 
hands. Revival ser\dces have been held on every charge, and happy con- 
verts gathered into the church. The aggregate number i eceived on proba- 
tion I do not essay to give, nor of those who “Ran well” their probationary 
course, and swell the enrollment of “Full members.” The Conference 
statistics will furnish this information in more trustworthy form than I 
could now give it. 

Church improvement has not been as extensive as in some previous j'ears, 
yet there has been fidelity and zeal shown in looking after “The stuff,” and 
substantial gains have been secured. The list would be loo long to name 
each case of improvement m detail, and there might appear to be some in- 
vidious distinction were the attempt made. Leaving therefore the specific 
mention to the pastors’ reports, I may say that the church improvements 
actually made, will probably aggregate about |4,ooo; the projected improve- 
ments to nearly |5,ooo; and the church; indebtedness discharged to over 
$ 2 , 000 . 

Each year of my administration I have sought to secure the data for an 
approximately accurate report on the benevolent collections for the year, 
and have failed. The reason therefore is two-fold: First, the tendency of 
many pastors to delay their presentation of the benevolences until late in 
the year; and secondly, the tendency on the part of many of our people to 
postpone their pledges or the payment of the same as long as they can quiet 
their consciences or elude the vigilance of the pastor. The result is that 
many pastors do not know, up to the last day of grace ere they leave for 
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Conference, what their gleaming will amount to. I do not know what the 
report will be, save in exceptional cases, and will not venture any surmise as 
to result, least I prove a false prophet. 

The District Camp-meeting. — I offer no apology for the misnomer, since 
usage has sanctioned the venerable fiction — was vigorously planned for and 
widely advertised by the secretary. Brother John Hanks, who was abundant 
in labor. Owing to my necessary absence, in attendance upon a meeting of 
the General Board of Control of the Epworth League during the early part 
of the meeting, and my illness after my return' from Chicago, the direction 
of the services fell mainly upon Brother J. E. Corley, one of the Vice Presi- 
dents of the Association, whose efficiency left no conscious lack. Miss 
Anna Gleason was employed as evangelist. There was an excellent spirit 
throughout; the order w’as admirable; the attendance somewhat diminished 
from other years, notably on the Sabbath. As to visible results I cannot 
wisely aver that the dreary monotony of many years was seriously infringed 
upon. The Daniel endow^ed wdth special gift of wdsdom, has not yet come 
to judgment to aid in the solution of this vexed and vexing problem of the 
District Camp-meeting. 

The Sunday Schools of the district are generally prosperous and fairly 
efficient, but with generous room for improvement; as also is the case wdth 
the Epw’orth Leagues. In both of these departments of church work the 
conspicious lack is of competent leadership; ev’ery day makes but more clear 
the necessity for training for service, such as the Epworth League schools 
of methods and teachers’ training classes contemplate. Junior Leagues are 
not as general as they should be. When wisely conducted they meet the 
Disciplinary demand for children’s classes more efficiently than I have 
knowm to be done in any other way. The recent action of the Board of 
Control in putting a Junior spoke in the Epworth w’heel, and making the 
Junior Superintendent a member de Jacto — not ex-officio as heretofore — of 
the Cabinet will, we trust, give a new impetus to their good work. 

About the first of April, Bishop McCabe transferred Brother W. H. Ma- 
haffie, who had been stationed at Letts, to the North-west Indiana Confer- 
ence, and appointed to fill the vacancy* thus caused Brother J. M. McClel- 
land, just then finishing his school work at Delaw'are, Ohio, Brother Mc- 
Clelland has met the responsibilities of a difficult and delicate situation wnth 
discretion and good judgment. He has not incurred a w'oe because of all 
Qien speaking well of him; in this respect he is in the same category with 
the Presiding Elder and the Bishop — but neither of the trio is unhappy. 

On September, 6, 1900, a committee of investigation, called in the case 
of Brother John Bridges, convened in Washington, and after a careful con" 
sideration of the case suspended the brother until the session of the Confer- 
ence. The papers and records in third case are herewith submitted to the 
Conference as by law’ required. 

With supreme faith a whole Bible, in the Gospel of universal redemption, 
and in the abiding presence and power of the Holy Ghost as the world’s 
need and the pledge of success to the church of God we turn with courage 
and confidence to whatever future a loving Providence may have in store. 
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OSKALOOSA DISTRICT. 

W. G. WILSONS, Presiding Elder. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: — I gratefully acknowledge God’s goodness 
during another year, as also the kindly forbearance of my brethren. 

The pastors of the Oskaloosa District went immediately to their several 
charges after Conference, and with one exception have continued to the 
close of the year. 

On the sixth day of March our beloved Brother Teter, pastor at New 
Sharon, ceased at once to labor and to live. He had just closed a series of 
meetings in which he had manifested great interest, his prayers at times 
making very profound impressions. He was in his usual health and spirits 
and in a moment he was not, for God had taken him. Funeral services 
were held and largely attended both in New Sharon and in First Church, 
Ottumwa. The interment was by the side of his beloved daughter in the 
Ottumwa cemetery. 

In the death of Brother Teter all the members of this Conference and 
multitudes, both in and out of the church, are personally bereaved. 

Rev. A. C. Boyd, pastor of Barnes City circuit, has been sorely bereaved 
in the death of his wife and an infant son. Sister Boyd had for some time 
been in feeble health and after a few days of great suffering died, February 
9, in perfect peace. She wished to live that she might give herself to the 
care of her husband and six children, the oldest being under ten years of 
age, but she was ready and willing to die. She was an earnest Christian, a 
cultivated lady, and a most devoted wife and mother. The babe, a few days 
old at his mother’s death, never strong, clung with tenacity to life, but in 
the extreme heat of the summer, became an easy prey to Cholera Infantum 
and died August 4. 

I was fortunate in securing Rev. Wm. H. Perdew, a member of this 
Conference, who had just completed his course in the Boston University, 
School of Theology, to take the place made vacant by the death of Brother 
Teter, which lie has filled to the entire satisfaction of the people. 

The material improvements in the District have not been large. 

The brethren of Grace Church, Brooklyn, A. V. Kendrick, pastor, 
are spending about $ 2,000 in the improvement of their church building. 
This includes the painting of the building, frescoing of the audience room, 
replacing the old seats with beautiful new ones, and the erection of a com- 
modious Sabbath School and Epworth League room. 

The Brethren at Malcom appointment, on the Malcom circuit, W. C. 
Van Schoiack, pastor, have built on to their church a beautiful Epworth 
League room, and have otherwise improved their church building, 
including a new roof and a furnace, at a cost of about |i,ooo. 

The Parsonage at Montezuma, P. J. Henness, pastor, so well on the way 
towards completion at the last session of Conference, was completed and oc- 
cupied by the pastor, about the first of January and is one of the most ele- 
gant homes within the bounds of this Conference. 

The old parsonage at What Cheer, Elias Handy, pastor, has been made 
over into a very commodious and convenient home for the pastor at an 
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expense of about |8oo.* 

In quite a number of the churches and parsonages on the District, there 
have been more or less repairs, showing a commendable purpose on the 
part of the people to keep the church property in good condition. More 
than $2,000 has been spent in this work. About $7,000 has been paid on ■ 
debts in this District, 

Two profitable District Conferences have been held, the first at Delta, 
October 30 to November 2, and the second at Kellogg, July 23 to 25. 

An interesting and helpful Epworth League convention was held at 
New Sharon, August 10 to 12. 

There are thirty -three (33) Epworth Leagues in this District '.vith 1856 
members and 14 Junior Leagues with 600 members. 377 Epworth Heralds 
are taken and 503 Advocates. 

The allowance for pastors’ salaries is somewhat in advance of last year, 
and will be more nearly paid, but a few of the pastors will have to report 
deficiencies. 

The pastors generally have been faithful in the interest of Benevolences 
which in the aggregate will be about the same as last year . 

Along spiritual lines there has been a marked advance, and most of the 
churches have partaken to, at least, some degree of the blessing. Principal 
among these are Reasoner, D. F. Stiles, pastor, Grinnell, W. P. Stoddard, 
pastor. Rose Hill, A. W. McBlain, pastor, and Malcom circuit, W. C. Van 
Schoiack, pastor. There were about 750 conversions in the District. All 
the meetings were held under the leadership of the pastor or a neighboring^ 
pastor. 

The spiritual refreshings we have received, however, are but as a drop 
from the bucket to the gracious out-pourings we still need, which I believe 
many, both of the pastors and the people, are looking forward to, with a 
good degree of desire and faith. 



OTTUMWA DISTRICT. 

J. W. LAMBERT, Presiding Elder. 

In making this, my first report, to the Iowa Conference, I wish to state 
that on taking up the work of the Ottumwa District, I found it thoroughly 
organized and well equipped for the work of the year. 

Twice during the year did the shadow of death fall upon us. Rev. W. 
P. Soudan, pastor of the Union ville Circuit, in the midst of great usefulness, 
was discharged from the militant, and joined the host triumphant, Feb. 6, 
1900. Anthony Robinson, a veteran of the Cross, and a pioneer of the Con- 
ference, exchanged the infirmities of age for the glories of Immortal youth, 
the 26th of February. 

During the session of last Conference, Sister Tenant, wife of Bro. E. L. 
Tenant, was taken seriously ill and for several months was a great sufferer. 
Soon after Conference, Sister W. S. Shearer, wife of our pastor at Durham, 
took malarial fever. Sister C. R. Norton, of Moravia, had an attack of 
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malarial fever the first of August. During the month of August Rev. W. 
A. Jackson, was prostrated with catarrhal pheutnonia from which we be- 
leive he has not fully recovered. With these exceptions the homes of our 
preachers have enjoyed good health. 

All the charges of the district were supplied with preachers frcm the 
Conference except the Maryville Circuit, which was supplied by Rev. J. W. 
Frame. 

Brother E. L. Tenant, after preaching five weeks on the Albia circuit 
owing to the serious illness of his wife, was compelled to resign the charge 
and Rev. L. R. Burdock has since supplied it. 

Upon the death of Brother Souden, at UuionviTe, where seventy-five 
young converts were left without a pastor. Brother W. L. Fry was taken 
fromP leasant Plains Charge and placed at Unionrille, and the Pleasant Plains 
Charge was supplied by Rev. John Chacy. Most of the preachers were in 
their Charges the first Sabbath after Conference, and all have labored faith- 
fully and efficiently throughout the year. As a result we have enjoyed a 
good degree of prosperity. Some of the Charges have enjoyed gracious re- 
vivals, and all have had the revival spirit, and a number of conversions have 
been reported from each charge. There have been seven hundred conver- 
sions reported during the year. Of these over four hundred have been re- 
ceived into full membership in the church. Commendable work has been 
done in the erection of churches and parsonages. A splendid brick church 
is in process of erection at Sigourney, A. B. Hightshoe, pastor at a cost 
of |io,ooo, which will be dedicated tow’ard '.he last of November. 

Rev. D. C. Smith and his noble band of Christian workers in South 
Ottumwa have practically rebuilt the Willard St. church at a cost of $4,500. 
This gives them a beautiful modern church, capable of seating six hundred 
people. The work has been completed and this church will be dedicated 
Oct. 14. At Chillicothe, C. E. Coggshall, pastor, the contract for a new 
frame church has just been let, w’hich is to be completed by November, 15th 

A large frame church is going up at Hocking, on the Albia circuit, 
L. R. Burdock, pastor, w^hich will be ready for dedication in a few weeks. 

A large two story dwelling has been purchased by the church at 
Brighton, H. A. Ingham, pastor, for a parsonage, at a cost of $1,550. A 
s plendid parsonage, of two full stories and nine rooms, heated throughout 
with steam, has just been completed at Albia, J. W. Hackley, pastor, at a 
cost of $i,8oo. Extensive repairs have been made on churches and parson- 
ages in eighteen of ihe charges, ranging at a cost of from $25 to over |i,ooo 
to the charge. On the Lovillia circuit, C. W. Wilson, pastor, three churches 
and the parsonage have been repaired, at a cost of over $ 1 , 000 . The church 
at Brighton, built some years ago, has just been beautifully frescoed, at a 
cost of $ 200 , Debt-paying has received a good deal of attention. A debt of 
$150 at Willard St. church, Ottumwa, was paid off early in the year. A 
debt on the parsonage at Hedrick of $450 has been provided for. The Main 
St. Church, Ottumwa, has paid off an old debt of $650. At Richland, $500 
has been paid on their church debt. A debt of $225 on the parsonage at 
Packwood has been paid in full. The last installment of the parsonage 
debt at Melrose has been paid. The last of the debt on the church at 
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Knoxville, amounting to $2,500, has been paid this year. The First M. E. 
church of Ottumwa has raised $3,600 to cancel an old debt and make some 
improvements. Smaller amounts have been raised in many other charges 
and debts have been paid. And we believe that our reports will show that 
our property is mostly free from debt. The Benevolent collections have re- 
cieved attention but circumstances have made it difficult to bring up the 
collections where the canvas w’as not made early in the year. 

The uprising against Christianity in China has made it difficult to raise 
the Missionary apportionment and the famine in India has diverted the con- 
tributions of many of our people from the regular chanel to the relief of 
the famine sufferers, but not-wdth-standing these things we trust our reports 
will equal the standard of former years. Two sessions of the District confer- 
ence have been held, which were well attended. The District Epw’orth 
League held a good convention at Knoxville in June. I have touched all 
the quarterly meetings held in the district and held all the quarterly confer- 
ences save one, which had been previously arranged for. 

In conclusion, I wish to express devout thanks to our Heavenly Father 
for the preservrtion of my life and health and the help He has given me. 
I wish to express my appreciation of the assistance that has been given me 
by my brethren in the ministry and their hearty co-operation with me in 
our w'ork. And also to the many laymen in the District who have sustained 
us as ministers by their prayers, their counsel, and their means.

Resolved, 3. — The work of the Commission on each District shall be un- 
der the charge of the Presiding Elder of the District, the Pastor and Lay- 
man who are the members of the Conference Commission from the District, 
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and such others as they may choose to associate with them in the prosecu- 
tion of their work. 

Resolved^ 4. — The Commission on each Charge shall consist of the Pastor 
and two persons chosen by the District Commission and approved by the 
Pastor, but the Quarterly Conference may add to this number. 

Resolved^ 5. — That the Ctmference Commission shall arrange for at least 
one Conference Convention duiing the year and for an Anniversary at the 
session of tlie Annual Conference. The District Commission shall arrange 
for District and Group Conventions, and shall assist the Local Commission 
on each Charge in arranging for meetings at every appointment. 

Resolved, 6. — The Commissions above mentioned shall use due diligence 
in promoting the circulation of the Twentieth Century ThanksOffering cam- 
paign literature.- 

Resolved, 7. — We request the Bishop and Cabinet to make the appoint- 
ments on the same.

Board of Church Extension. 

With gratitude to our Heavenly Father w’e congratulate the Ch urch for 
the great work accomplished by this society and the large amount aggrega- 
ting 16,776,160 having been received by the Board since its beginning. Our 
own Conference having contributed up to the close of the present fiscal year 
122,335.96. Twenty-six churches of this Conference have received aid by 
donation to the amount of $4,031.61 and by loan $4,150. 

We also congratulate our Conference for the creditable advance it has 
made the past year in its contributions to this branch of our church work. 

We recommend that the $3,000 apportioned to the Conference be raised, 
and urge the utmost diligence among our pastors in the presentation of the 
claims of the society and the possibilities for good in the phase of the work 
under the Twentieth Century Thank Offering of $250 from individuals to 
build Memorial churches. 

AVe recommend for adoption, the following resolutions: 

I. We heartily congratulate the Board of Church Extension, and the 
Church-at-large, on the remarkable success of this work through a period of 
thirty-two years. 
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2. That our country, being new, with rapidly increasing population 
and new territorial additions, w’ill continue to need Church Extension, in 
the future as in the past, and that our Church by fostering and strengthening 
this work will increase its own power to do the larger work now^ thrown up- 
on it. 

3. That we, as a Conference, will not be content with anything less 
than a full response to the call of the General Committee for our proper 
share in Church Extension, until, everywhere in communities now destitute, 
the people shall have opportunity to “Enter His Courts with Praise.” 

4. That we, as a Conference, will co-operate with the Board of Church 
Extension in securing within the ensuing three years, Twentieth Century 
Thank Offerings for Church Extension to the amount of |i, 000,000. 

5. That Presiding Elders be requested to apportion, with care, the full 
amount asked for Church Extension, to the several Districts and pastoral 
charges for collection; and, that, availing ourselves of the helps provided by 
the Board, and especially Christianity in Earnest and Glad Tidings, we will 
present this cause in all our churches, and endeaver to secure, at least, the 
amount asked, in accordance with the plan of our Discipline. 



Conference Boundaries.

Boundaries, recommend that the Conference appoint the Commission of 
Five, and ask the other Annual Conferences of the state to appoint like 
Co mmissions, as provided for in Paragraph 436 of Discipline, to consider 
the matter of the re-adjustment of Conference Boundaries in low^a.

Churcli Insurance. 

Your Committee presents the following reports: — That, the General 
Co nference acted wisely in ordering the organization of our Insurance Corn- 
pan y, has been demonstrated by the promptness with w’hich our churches 
and preachers are availing themselves of the protection provided. 

Although the company is less than a year and a half old, over seven 
thousand five hundred policies were in force Sept, i, aggregating over $9, 
000,000, with no losses due and unpaid and only one in process of adjust- 
ment. The dividend paying point has been reached by the close of the first 
year. In addition to saving a large amount annually, that would otherwise 
be paid out by our people for policies in Stock Companies, our company by 
its easy terms of annual payments is already enabling over three thousand 
churches and one thousand of our preachers to carry protection which was 
practically out of reach with the Stock Companies, because of inability to 
meet their terms. 
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We agree with the Board of Insurance in stating emphatically that it is 
just as much our duty to insure our churches as it is to build them. 

We cordially endorse this important work and urge our preachers to do 
all in their power to get all of our churches and parsonages in our own com- 
pany as speedily as possible. 



Deaconess Board. 

T HE Deaconess Board presents the following recommendations and 
resolutions: 

Whereas, — Miss Jessie Wykoff has complied wdth the requirements of 
the Discipline, we unanimously recommend her to be licensed and consecrat- 
ed as a Deaconess. 

The following persons were nominated for the third class in the Board: 
Mrs. L. G. Murphy, I. B. Schreckengast, A. V. Kendrick. 

Resolved, i. — That the Deaconess Board desires to accentuate and to 
heartilj’ commend the Iowa Methodist Hospital, located at Des Moines, to 
the sympathy, co-operation and financial support of the Conference. 

Resolved, 2. — That the Bid well Deaconess Home and Training School 
merits our support and is worthy of general patronage. 

Resolved,, 3. — The Board recognizing the merits of the Chicago Training 
School and Wesley Hospital and rejoicing in their success, reaffirms its con- 
fidence in them and commends them to the prayerful consideration and 
hearty benevolence of all our people.

The records examined 
do not contain a roll of the membership of the District and we recommend 
that such a roll be placed in the records for each Conference year. 

The records of the Ottumwa, Muscatine and Keokuk Districts were not 
submitted for examination. 



Episcopal Fund. 

We, the Committee on Episcopal Fund submit the following: Amount 
apportioned to the Iowa Conference is $1,332 of which $1,294.50 has been 
received, which is a full settlement in accordance with the disciplinary plan. 
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Epworth Leasfue. 

Your Committee on Epworth League would call attention to the increas- 
ing value of this organization within the church as an evangelizing and edu- 
cational force. The report of the pastors at this Conference session indicate 
the practicability and necessity of an Epworth League in every charge and 
the pastor who neglects to thus organize our young people will be greatly 
hindered in his attempts to reach and save the present generation. 

We would call the attention of the pastors and Leagues to a danger 
which confronts us in making our weekly services tOD formal and in p>ermit- 
ing them to take on too much of a literary character thus crowding out the 
devotional, conversational and evangelical. Another danger is the large 
increase of reading matter in the way of circulating libraries, much of which 
is of an inferior grade, indecent and questionable in character. We would 
suggest an opportunity for overcoming this danger, by the League placing 
in their charge a collection of clean, choice, books, other than, and in 
addition to the Reading Course. 

In consideration of the above facts we resolve that we will urge our 
pastors and people to co-operate in the organization of a League in every 
charge and in placing the Epworth Herald m every home. 



Education. 



W'E, your committee on Education beg leave to report as follows: 

1. That w’e recognize w’ith special gratitude the fact that more and 
more our young people, both among the laity and in the ministry are com- 
ing to appreciate the obligations and opportunities of higher Christian educa- 
tion, and that the church is providing larger and better facilities for meet- 
ing this demand for higher education so that our young people need not go 
out of the church for the best advantages in the \vay of securing a thorough 
and broad education. 

2. Believing as we do that the church is providing as thorough educa- 
tional advantages as may be found elsewhere and that the characters of our 
young people to be educated will be built more symmetrically in har- 
mony with the characteristics of Methodism in our own institutions of edu- 
cation we regard it as the duty of every pastor to use his influence to direct 
his young people to our own educational institutions. 

3. We take special pleasure in commending our own Iowa Wesleyan 
University, with its beautiful location, its large facilities, its able faculty, 
its large list of successful graduates, its high moral standards and standing, 
as a most desirable place for our young people to attend, and as an institu- 
tion that should have the most liberal support of the Conference. 

4. We record with deepest sadness our great loss in the decease of 
Senator Harlan, the first president and the life-long, liberal supporter, 
staunch friend of the University and at the time of his death the president 
of the Board of Trustees. 

5. We are delighted to be privileged to commend the institutions of 
the church doing special work as deserving of our highest commendations 
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and most liberal support and patronage such as the Woman’s College of 
Baltimore, unique in its character, splendidly equipped for its work, and 
affording the best possible advantages to young women desiring an education 
in such an institution; also to young men desiring special training for the 
ministry so imperative at the present time and to be more so in the future^ 
we commend the Garrett Biblical Institute, the Drew Theological Seminary, 
Boston School of Theology and advise all our young men who can possibly 
do so to avail themselves of. the large preparation for the ministry afforded 
by those “Schools of the Prophets.’’ 

6. We recognize that the Board of Education is doing such excellent 
wcrk in affording needed assistance to young men and women struggling 
for an education that we urge all our pastors to observe Children’s Day in 
the interest of the Board of Education. 

7. We are pleased to learn that the special Conference collection for 
the Iowa Wesleyan University has been largely increased and urge that as 
far as possible this collection be taken early in the year and that special 
effort be made to raise the apportionment in full.

Freedman’S Aid and Southern Education Society. 

We, your Committee, call your attention to the importance of the work 
of this society, and it is a constantly growing conviction that the M. E.

and that no work can be carried on with such economy, and efficiency and 
success. 

The conservation of all that is best in the family, the chuich and the 
state requires that the illiterate masses of the south, both black and white 
should be educated and our society, the Freedman’s Aid and Southern Edu- 
cation Society, has done and is doing a work along these lines for the 
church in the south, for which the whole nation ought to be grateful. 

Our society has nearly 50 schools in the south with 10,000 students, 
2,500 of whom are white and 7,500 colored. 

There have more than 200,000 young men and women attended our vari- 
ous schools and at present 2,640 are in the Industrial schools, 233 are pre- 
paring for the Christian ministry, 354 studying medicine and 832 preparing 
for work as teachers. 
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In consideration of the splendid work done and demand made upon 
this society for present and future service we

year and that we will follow it w’ith our prayers and best endeavors to secure 
the apportionment in full.

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vance of this holy day, by many of our people, who persist in patronizing 
Sunday excursions, picnics, public amusements, and who spend their time 
in visiting, social intercourse, reading unwholesome literature, conversing 
upon and planning for the transaction of business and many other things that 
do not tend to the knowledge and glory of God. The tendency of the pub- 
lic to conive at the flagrant violations of our Sunday laws, and by their 
patronage excursions, shipping stock, and many other things, that violate 
the spirit as well as the letters of our Sabbath laws. Therefore, our 
people should read ^ 30 and 144 of our Discipline and search the Script- 
ure carefully that they may know the Divine Will concerning this Holy 
day 

2. — Both pastors and people should give their hearty co-operation to 
every movement havin? for its purpose either the enforcement or improve- 
ment of our Sunday laws. 

3. — Pastors should not fail, each year, to preach upon, and as far as 
possible enforce the Fourth Commandment. 



State of the Church.

1. That the Twentieth Century Movement has roused the church at 
large to a more earnest desire for the accomplishing of its Heavenly appoint- 
ed Mission, the salvation of the world than ever before.

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Sunday School Union. 

We recognize the supreme importance of the early and thorough in- 
struction of the children in matters pertaining to Salvation. And we 
believe the Sunday School is that department of the church which best sup- 
plies this instruction. We therefore urge: 

1. — The organization of a school in every society where one does not now 
exist, and its continuance throughout the entire year. 

2 . — We also urge the selection, as far as possible, of teachers who shall 
not only bring to the class the facts of the gospel, but shall be living expo- 
nents of the Christ life. 

That the schools be loyal to Methodism by using our own literature and 
by conducting themselves through the Sunday School Board, according to 
the provisions of the Discipline. 

We suggest that pastors and Sunday School officers send to the Book 
Concern for Home department literature and organize such departments 
wherever practicable for the benefit of those who are unable to attend the 
sessions of the school. • 

That the work of the Sunday School Union be more thoroughly ex- 
plained and a collection taken in every charge, preferably the Sunday 
nearest Christmas, for this special work of aiding needy schools. 



Temperance. 

Your Committee respectfully submit the following: 

1. — The statements of the Eipiscopal address and the action of the late 
General Conference were so just and clean cut and emphatic, and at once, 
so comprehnsive and so compact that we can do nothing better than to call 
attention to these admirable utterances and wholeheartedly re-echo them. 

2. — The nullification of the Anti-Canteen Law by an interpretation false 
to the universally recognized intent of the law at the time of its enactment, 
we regard as one of the darkest blots upon the history of our beloved land. 
So palpable and utter a perversion of the intent of a law was an act of es- 
sential anarchy in the guise of official action. It was a moral crime, the 
audacity and infamy and harmful tendency of which it M^ould be difficult 
adequately to characterize. 

3. — While it does not devolve upon us to deal with the question of ex- 
pansion as now an issue between political parties , it is our province to 
declare that the almost measureless expansion of the God -accursed liquor 
traffic and the thrusting upon semi-civilized races, hitherto temperate, the 
blight and debauchery of the vice that characterizes the moral dregs of our 
own population, is the spreading of a worse than Bubonic Plague, and that 
this expanding of the brutalizing influence of beer and the damning power 
of rum in the name of Christian civilization is a ghastly burlesque or an un- 
speakable infamy, the awful crime of which is only made the more painfully 
conspicuous because enacted by the passive acquiescence of a nominally 
Christian goverment and under the protection of the most beloved and beau- 
tiful flag that ever floated on the breezes of Heaven, We believe that noth- 
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ing goes farther to neutralize the eflSciency of Christian missions than the 
expansion of the death laden traffic nor does any thing else so lend aid and 
comfort to the enemies of protestant christanity in their endeavor to make 
it a hissing and a byword among the nations whose p’*ejudices have already 
caused them to see it in a distorted light. 

4. — Inasmuch as an earnest effort, in our state, to secure the enactment of 
a law to prohibit saloons within five miles of our higher grade educational 
institutions was defeated largely by the persistent efforts of citizens of Iowa. 
City, we call the attention of parents and young people w’ho are choosing 
between schools, to the fact that the communities in which are located our 
own schools of Christian education have safer moral surroundings than has 
the secular institution mani ained by the state. 

5. — While we do not feel called upon to deal with political parties as 
such, we earnestly urge the withholding of support at the ballot box front 
all candidates known to be in sympathy w*ith the liquor traffic. 

6. — We are in sympathy with the efforts of the Young People’s Christian 
Temperance Union to rally a million votes to the side of righteousness and 
temperance. 

7. — We endorse all wise and w’ell directed efforts at law enforcement put 
forth by the Anti-Saloon League and other organizations in the interest of 
civic righteousness. 

8. — We call attention to the great need of educational agitation on tem- 
perance lines, and of all moral suasion methods, and especially the need of 
a revival of gospel temperance work w’ith its campaign of pledge signing. 

Heartily committed as we are to the enactment and enforcement of 
prohibitory laws to shield the weak from needless temptation, we feel 
that our own beloved state has given conspicuous and painful 
illustration of the greatness of the mistake of exclusive dependence upon 
legal suasion and v.e are deeply convinced that not law without gospel, nor 
gospel without law, but “law and gospel, hand in hand’’ is the way to suc- 
cess in this great reform. '

j: Wherbas, the use of tobacco has been found to be detrimental to the

I church has denounced the habit and taken active measures to uproot the

Visitors Report. 

I Report of the Board of Visitors to the Iowa Wesleyan University to the 

Iowa Annual Conference held at Bloomfield, Iowa, Sept. 19, 1900. 

^ We, the Board of Visitors to the Iowa Wesleyan University, believe it to 

f be our duty to ascertain and report the facts setting forth thereby the con- 

dition of the University, would submit the following report: 

! Soon after the ad jourraent of the annual meeting of the Joint Board of 

Trustees and Visitors, the president, Francis 1 >. Blakeslee, resigned, and the 
school has since been without a president and under the management of 
Dean A. C. Piersel. The faculty is at present composed of competent 
' teachers. After a readjustment of classes, it was found that Prof. Koren 

could be spared without seiious embarassmeut, and he was granted a leave 
of absence to study in Europe for a year. The expense for teaching will 
remain practically the same as last year, namely |io,200. 

The mechanical department was ordered closed by the Board, which 
has been done, the machinery and tools being sold, and something near 
sixty per cent, of first cost realized on them. The boiler and furnace fix- 
tures were retained hoping that they can be utilized in steam heating in the 
near future. The mechanical building will probably be fixed up a little 
and used as a gymnasium. 

The productive endowment remains at $56,697. The indebtedness 
amounts to $55,700. As an offset to this wejhave property worth $150,000. 
$28,500 in subscriptions, which becomes due when $1,500 more is raised. 

The attendance during the year was a small increase over the year be- 
fore, but it is confidently hoped that there will be a splendid increase the 
coming year. 

After consultation with the best legal talent at their command, the 
Trustees decided to accept the offer of Mrs. Lincoln'of $6,500 in cash in lieu 
of the conditional $12,000 subscription made by the late Senator Harlan. 
This reduced the subscription below the $30,000 necessary to meet the con- 
ditions on which the first payment became due. 

We heartily commend the Woman’s Guild, for its splendid success. 

We commend Hershey Hall not only as a'home for young ladies, but 
also, as now’ managed, a financial helper to the'school. 

We recommend that special effort be made by the friends of the institu- 
tion to secure the following ends: ist. — To secure an increase of students; 

2d. — To raise the full apportionment for I. W. U. on each charge. In order 
to accomplish this, we recommend that a 'commission consisting of one 
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member from each of the districts of the Conference be appointed to co- ; 

operate with the pastors in raising the apportionments for the University, ! 

and in all charges where this claim is not fully met by January i, the com- 
mission to assist in raising it.

But a vacancy 
occurring in the chaplaincy of the military hospital at Keokuk, Iowa, by 
the death of Rev. I. I. Stewart, in the fall of that year, he was appointed to 
the place by President Lincoln and remained at his post until the close of 
the war. In this position also, as the writer had occasion to know, being 
pastor of the Chatham Square church, Keokuk, during all the time, his 
active energies were continually employed in behalf of the men, whose con- 
dition required continual attention, and who crow’ded the hospital there 
during the time. Prior to this time, w’hile pastor at Sigourney, in the fall 
of 1861, the Union men of Keokuk county, aw’are that they wanted a man 
of experience an ability to represent them in ihe upper branch of the state 
legislature, nominated and elected him senator from that district, and he 
was an influential member of that body during his senatorial term. 

Mr. Teter was a man of superior, natural and acquired ability, and was 
in the true sense an orator. His preaching was scriptural, sound and con- 
vincing, and delivered with force and unction. His voice was clear and 
musical, his enunciation distinct and his manner pleasing. He was much 
sought, for addresses upon public occasions, and never failed to hold and 
entertain the crowd. He had an exceedingly retentive memory, and his so- 
cial qualities w’ere marked, had a hearty w’ord lor every one, and seemed 
to know and be able at once to recognize any person he had ever seen, and 
to call them by name, so that his acquaintance and association extended far 
beyond the limits of his own church. He was always present, and an atten- 
tive observer and participant in the business of the Conference, and no man 
will be more missed by his brethren than he. In the fall of 1S95, as a mark 
of their confidence in him, he was chosen by his brethren a delegate to the 
General Conference at Cleveland, which met in May, 1896, and he took an 
active part as their representative in its proceedings. 

His death w’as sudden, but he had some premonition of its coming. For 
some time he had found it difficult to walk any distance without resting on 
the way, but his health had somewhat improved, and he had been engaged, 
wfith the help of other brethren, in a meeting of some five weeks’ duration.

Mrs. Rebecca J. Hestwood was born in York County, Pa., in the year

with her father’s family to Ohio, where she made the acquaintance of Rev. 
Samuel Hestwood to whom she w’as married in Delaware County, Ohio, Dec., 
16, 1845.

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where in 1S53 her husband became a member of the Iowa Conference. 
Sister Hestwood liad united with the Methodists in 1847, and was in full 
sympathy, both as to her views of gospel truth and her owm experience with 
the doctrines preached and the experience professed in the church of her 
adoption.
